Without proper training the 
most expensive piece of radiation detection equipment is about as much use 
as a fork when it is raining -and you are thirstyi If you do not know hov/ to' 
read and interpret the dials - how can you expect to give a reading that could 
SAVE your life? Or take it - if you are \jrong? : . . 

I have also seen many ufo groups whose sole purpose, it seems, is to get 
together'once a month for the express purpose of lamblasting all OTHER ufo groups, 
WHO really CARES just which one is the best — or which one is the more f^ous?

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FLYING SAUCER EPIDEMIC HITS SOUTHERN HEMISPHERE - Buenos Aires (UPl) If there 
really,are flying saucers, they don't restrict themselves to the Northern Hemis¬ 
phere. From Mexico'to. the freezing Antartic, "objectos volantes no iddnticados" 
(OVNI) - unidentified flying objects - have been reported, along with eyewitness 
accounts of strange beings. 

Reports of flying saucers and saucer-related events have touched off inves¬ 
tigations of all kinds in Bolivia, Peru, Venezuela, Mexico, Chile and Argentina, 

A mass of sightiggs has been under way since June. So many sightings have been 
reported that Argentine Admiral Benigno Varela recently said the Navy would un¬ 
dertake a ''statistical study of serious sightings." The Navy has not been immune 
from .the stsange visions. Varela said that detachments manning Argentine, Eng¬ 
lish and Chilean Antartic bases have seen "five lights in the sky moving in the 
same direction." 

In Niteroi, Brazil, across the bay from Rio de Janeiro, an official report 
(police) this month attributed the mysterious deaths of two television repairmen 
to "persons or beings from the iinknown." One of the two repairmen, Miguel Viana, 
was reported to have shot down a flying saucer two years ago. The repairman 
died three months later. A dozen witnesses said they saw a saucer 90 feet above 
the ground shortly before the repairmen's death. In Argentina, the mysterious 
intruders at least are-friendly. "They're always very amiable,"said Catolicio 
Fernandez, a farmer who resides in Mardel Plata, He claimed that his home was 
visited briefly last month by two strange-looking, thin fellows in tight-fitting 
green suits. that had a weird glow. "When one of them raided his arm, I became 
dizzy," Fernandez said, describing the strangers. "But when they lowered their 
arms I felt all right again." The Bolivian army, troubled enough by encounters 
with guerrillas, once had to take time out to check out a peasant's story that 
an intruder space ship and a "strange creature resembling a man" had blinded 
his sheep while grazing in a high Andean pasture. Soldiers soon found that 
hunting guerrillas was a lot easier than smoking out extraterrestrial phenomena.

BUENGS AIRES - July 13 - (Special to NY TIIvES by MALCOLM U. BROWNE) - ■ 

The luminosity of flying saucers is said to have spread across the skies of the 
Southern Cross, and table talk throughout Argentina and Chile is glittering witft 
star dust and mystery these days,..Scarcely a day has passed in recent weeks 
without at least one new flying saucer testimonial in the press of Santiago and 
Buenos Aires.,.. Dr, Nicanor Costa Mendez (Argentina's Foreign liinister) was in¬ 
terviewed recently on the subject...he said: "If I did not have so much respect 
for the Chinese, I would say that one is dealing here with^a CHINESE fairy tale." 
The current wave of concern probably began in May after the Buenos Aires daily 
La Razon published an article about a married couple who told of an experience 
one night when they were driving home. They said that they had lost conscious¬ 
ness when their car entered a hea-vy fog. The cuuple regained consciousness, 
according to the newspaper account, still in their car but on a road ■ just outside 
Mexico City — nearly 5,000 miles from their home. The account included such 
details as a description of peculiar burns over the surface of the car.

... Then on J\me 4, two highly experienced pilots of Argentina's national air¬ 
line saw what they said v;as a flying saucer over the strait of Magellan. The 
copilot, Humberto Raul Guardabassi, described the sighting as follows: "It 
was 9L15 PM, visibility was unlimited and the Patagonian evening was beautiful. 
Here appeared a gigantic disk about 13 kilometers (about 8 miles) from us, of a 
bluish white color. Below, in the center of its belly, the color changed to 
red shading to yellow, such as might be produced by combustion." 

The most dramatic encounter v;ith an alien spaceman was reported by a 19 yr. 
old, Maria .Elodia Letzel, the daughter of a Cordoba hotelkeeper. Noticing a 
strange luJfiinosity coming from the vestibule of the hotel, she said she left 
the kitchen to investigate. In the vestibule, she said, she met a being more 
than six feet tall, blond, and enveloped in a scaly suit that emitted a celestial 
light. The being miunbled at her unintelligibly and as he raised his right hand 
she felt weak, but when he lowered it she felt restored. The being then left, 
without causing any trouble, apart from a severe state of nerves for Miss Letzel.

POlffiR FAILURE —^UFO PHENOMENON LINKED - Washington (AP) — University of Arizona 
physffiist indicated Monday there might be some relationship between unidentified 
flying objects and power failtires, particrdarly the 1965 blackout of the NE 
section of the United States. Dr. James E. McDonald...tolda House committee - 
"there are too many instances of sightings of UFOs hovering near power plants." 
McDonald said during the New York power failure which began Nov. 9, 1965, the 
.Federal Power Commission had hundreds of reports of UFO sightings. "There also 
were reports in upstate New York of a glov;ing object at the instant the lights 
went out," he said. The power failure was believed to have begun in upstiite 
New York. "The source of the pulse which triggered the safety mechanism has 
not been identified," McDonald said, referring to the power system. 

McDonald testified before the HOUSE SCIENCE and ASTRONAUTICS COMMITTEE 
which held a sjrmposium on unidentified flying objects. He would not say flatly 
that the power failures were cuased by some form of extratresstrial life but he 
said "there is a puzzling and quite disturbing coincidence between the sight¬ 
ings and the power blackouts." ... In answer to a question by Rep. William F. 
Ryan, D-N.Y. McDonald said there should be further investigations by the 
Federal Power Commission or some other government agency into the relationship 
of UFOs and power failures. McDonald, in his formal statement, agreed with 
Dr. J. Allen Hynek, head of the sociology department. University of Illinois 
at Chicago, that the government should establish some agency to adequately 
study UFO ."reports. 

"The possibility that the earth might be under surveillance by some high 
civilization in command of a technology far beyond us must not be overlooked 
in weighing the UFO problem," McDonald said. "I am one of those who lean strong¬ 
ly towards the extraterrestrial hypothe?i.s." "I am convinced that the recurrent 
observations by reliable citizens here and abroad over the past 20 years cannot 
bB brushed aside as nonsense, but rathar need to be taken extremely seriously 
as evidence that some phenomenon is going on which we simply do not tuiderstand."

Despite the sudden close dovm of the University/of Colorado UFO Probe (see 

Flying Saucer Fiasco, LOOK magazine. May 14 issue) 1968 has proved to be another 
"banner year" for UFO encounters, both in the air and on the ^ound worldwide. 
Photographs of a bluish-white UFO \iere taken by I'fr. Kazuo Kakizawa on January 1 
at 4:45 AM over YOKOHAIiA, JAPAN. The round object left an exhaust trail... 

On January 3 - an estimated 3,000 eyewitnesses at BELGRADE, YUGOSLAVIA observed 
three cylindrical objects, about 50-60, feet long'and glowing a deep, red in color 
maneuver overhead. The objects gave off a high pitched whine as they hovered 
over the area for 20 minutes. Photographs taken are presently under investigat¬ 
ion by Ytigoslavia officials. 

January 8 brought a report by Robert LeChance, 29 and his wife who reported a 
"bowl-shaped, orange red, glowing UFO" behind their home in liJHITESVILLE, N.J. 

A UFO having "what appeared to be a door opening" and changed color from red to 
red-orange and back to white and appeared to be "pancake-shaped" paced the car 
of tyo CARLISLE, PA. nurses... for two miles on Janviary 12. The UFO appeared 
to be 30 feet in diameter and swerved in front of their car and remained there 
for another two miles, flying just above the read. 

January 23 brought a report of an attempted landing of a UFO near the industrial 
city of KALUGA, RUSSIA (south of Moscow). The object was sighted by several 
citizens and was described as making a buzzing noise and glowing a bluish-white. 
The UFO-had a dbited-*-top and witnesses spotted "portholes" at a 20 ft. altitude. 
Jan, 24-documehted a*report by 3 eyewitnesses at ISLAND BAY, NElf/ ZEALAND of a 
UFO, 40*50 feet "an diameter. As it rose in the air it made a "swishing" noise. 

It left a^Bfeell like "something burning" and i^as a bright silver color and had 
three "portholes". It gave off a beam of light which struck a tree branch, 
causing iti.to fall,to the ground. 

Five to six motorists reported the sighting of a UFO with four red lights that 
LANDED near the Spring Hill School in MILLINGTON, MICHIGAN about'5:12 PM on Han. 
27. A UFO was sighted on Feb. 5, at 6:30 PM by five persons from PALM BAY to 
PATRICK AIR FORCE BASE, one of whom was Jack Geiger, Deputy Public Officer at 
PATRICK. The elongated UFO left a trail of sparks, reversed its direction and 
came back south in five minutes in the same path. FLORIDIANS in other areas 
of the .state were reporting similar phenomena. On Feb. 8, at Boulder, Colorado 
the UFO probe being conducted by the University of Colo, was exposed as a 
§500,000 trick by LOOK magazine. UFO researcher John G. Fuller exposed the fraud 
of the misuse of taxpayers money, which angered many Americans, government 
agencies and officials. 

On Fob. 13 , at NEl-JFIELD, N.Y., two yoving boys... reported a UFO hovering near 
their home. As the object tilted both boys claimed they saw a six-foot wide 
windoi,j and two figures which appeared to be "creztures" (little men occupants) 
standing frozen in place behind the window. Dr. J. Allen Hynek stated, "This 
is not as wild a report as you might think." Feb. 18 Drought another UFO angle 
near VASHON ISLAND, WASHINGTON STATE, where a UFO with a pale blue light, made 
of silvery metal, hovered near a pond. Beneath the hovering UFO, the pond was 
frozen, in ;-/arm weather, 3 indhes tliick in some places... CONTINUED 
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On Feb. 19 near BFNGOUGH, SASKATCHEWAN, CANADA, Mrs. Martha Heggs reported a 
UFO (clearly outlined) showing "two shallow plates placed lip to lip" hating an 
inverted bowl superstructure. It also had six or seven arch-shaped portholes 
and riveted seams around the lower part. An antennae was spotted on top of the 
object, which made a high-pitched whining noise that caiased a "tingling sensat¬ 
ion throughout her body". Her dog and her cattle either covered their ears and 
took flight when she first saw the UFO. They did not retiirn to the farm until 
after the UFO had left the area. 

On March 3 200 homes in LONDON, ONTARIO, CMADA reported power failures as 3 
brightly lit disc-shaped objects were seem flying in formation near the OAK 
RIDGE PARK shopping center. The UFOs were described as bright and large and 
traveling southeast at 8 PM. On March 19 along ROUTE 145 near the community 
of V/ILSON, OHIO, Gregory Wells had gone to get a bucket of water, when a UFO 
appeared and hovered over a tree some 25 to 30 feet off the ground. Suddenly 
a beam shot fl'om the lower part of the UFO knocking Wells to the ground, setting 
his jacket on fire and the surrounding grass, as the burnig jacket was removed 
by his mbther who rushed to his aid. His arm was burned due to the UFO encoun¬ 
ter, but his fright was even worse. 

Aprii'-9—recorded an object, 500 feet in diameter, flat with a bright blue light 
around it and a white dome on the top that was reported over the home of Mr. 
and Mrs. Lee Rowland in V/ASHINGTON COURTHOUSE, OHIO. It moved at treetop level 
north to south before it disappeared. On April 24 at Homestead, Florida, five 
youths reported a flying object to police at 6:45 PM. Watching the UFO through 
a pair of binoculars it appeared to be circular in shape and had small "port¬ 
holes" on the bottom side. The UFO was dull silver in color and had a pointed 
top. 200 reports of UFOs were logged in Florida in Jan. 1968 alone. Other 
’Flaps' were reported at HARRISBURG, PA., ITHACA, N.Y., ALAMOSA, COLO. AND 
WELLINGTON, TEXAS in the U.S.A. THOUSANDS OF UFO ENCOUNTERS WORLDWIDE HAVE 
BEEN RECEIVED IN 1968.'.'] ( REPORT DATED: June 30, 1968 — Research Article #47. 

UFOs OVER CHILE ? SCIENTIST SAYS YES-SANTIAGO, CHILE (Reuters) Photographs 

taken by a Chilean professor of a strange lens-shaped object with a convex top 
have revived theories that flying saucers, are cruising the skies over this coun¬ 
try. ^rof. Gabriel Alvial Caceres, director of the Center for Investigation of 
Cosmic Radiation at the University of Chile, showed his photos to a fascinated 
press...He declined to say whether the object his team photographed was con¬ 
trolled by extraterrestrial beings. "But they are phenomena which our science 
cannot explain..." "The presence of these phenomena in the skies of Chile - 15 
times in a year - compelled us to carry out these observations..." ... In North¬ 
ern Chile, four officials of the Public Health Service were reported in a local 
newspaper as saying a saucer landed near them and the pilots told them not to 
say a word about the landing. Two of the men were examined about the incident 
under hypnosis. One of them said the pilots of the saucer were humanoid beings 
with very thin legs. They used gestures to warn the men to keep silent. Two 
UFOs were sighted last month in hhe tiny town of El Choro, 155 miles south of 
La Paz, Bolivia, police said....

THE GREAT PYRAMID DESIGN 
AND 

THE SEVEN LEVELLAND UFOS 

**^^*by KENNETH LARSON* 

Dr. James E. McDonald, a senior physicist at the University of Arizona, 
has spoken out by stating that the problem of the UFOs is the greatest scientific 
problem of our age. In a talk before the American Society of Newspaper Editors, 
on April 22, 1967, he said that American scientists are 20 years behind in the 
study of the phenomena, and that the objects may be extraterrestrial probes. 

In his talk, he also mentioned the famous UFO ’’landings” at levelland, Texas, 
on November 2 and 3, 1957. These were national headline reports, because ten 
witnesses made observations within a two-hour period of a large luminous egg- 
shaped object over fields and roads around Levelland. The objects reportedly 
stopped ignitions and were about 100 to 200 feet in length. During my research 
on UFOs, I visited Levelland and talked to people who had seen UFOs aroimd that 
particular area. In fact, some of America’s most—famous ufo photos were taken 
by Carl Hart at Lubbock, Texas, August, 1951 — and Lubbock is about 32 miles 
east of Levelland. These are the famous "Lubbock Lights" photos. 

During the year 1968, I continued ny research on these and related cases 
and xincovered new evidence, (l) The Levelland UFOs seemed to form a regular 
and mathematical pattern around that city over a two hour period. UFO 1 was 
fovir miles west, Saucer 2 was 4 miles east. Saucer 3 was eight miles north. 
Saucer 4 was 10 miles north. Saucer 5 was five miles west. Saucer 6 was three 
miles northwest and Saucer 7 was five miles northwest of Levelland. These 
Saucers had been seen by law officers and actually landed on the highways. 

Therefore, I utilized engineering drawing-paper and located these unusual 
UFO report-sites on a mathematical pattern, with the center at Levelland. Each 
unit on this drawing equals one mile. To my great surprise, I discovered that 
this particular pattern can be superposed over an enlarged drawing of the GREAT 
PYRAMID in ancient Egypt. That is, the plan view (as seen from space) of the 
Great Pyramid has the shape of a square. Two 45 degree diagonal lines inter¬ 
sect the corners, ( or points A-B-C- D on the drawing.) In this case, the side 
of the base would be eight miles long and the height of the side view woiILd be 
five units. BOTH OF THESE VIEt/S CAN BE COMBINED INTO ONE COMPOSITE DRAWING. 
Thus,, points H to E represent the heighth of the Great Pyramid or five ;anits. 
Points A to B represent the base-length or eight units. Actually, the Great 
Pyramid is 481 feet high and 755 feet long at the base-side. It was constructed 
aroxind 2600 B.C., and it is the only remaining First Wonder of the annient Sev¬ 
en Wonders of the World. The structure has a total of 5 sides and 5 corners 
(with the base-side), Therefore, the topstone or chief cornerstone is located 
at the top (or point E). (2) This Great Pyramid can be considered as a math¬ 

ematical-model or "standard" of measurements set at that location in ancient 
Egypt, The square can be enlarg,ed or expanded — and when this is done the 
square conforms, to the seven UFO report-sites established at Levelland, Texas, 

On November 2 and 3, 1957’’] In other words. Saucer 1 is 4 miles west of Level- 
land — and this point represents point J or 4 units west of the Great Pyramid 
center (H). Next, Saucer 2 was 4 miles east of Levelland ~ and this represents 
point K on the enlarged square of the Pyramid. Therefore, Saucers 3 and 4 are 
mathematical-points on the extensions of (the Great Pyramid Design.

The next step involves drawing circles with the center at Levelland (C). 
These circles pass thru points or Saucers 3,4,and 5 and form the plan-viei/ 
design of a circialar UFOJ J Therefore, it seems logical to assume that the 
Great Pyramid represented a "standard" or mathematical-model constructed at 
that site in ancient Egypt. In fact, Isaiah 19:19 refers to a monmment to the 
Lord set in the midst or center of the ancient land of Egypt. BUT, the reader 
may ask: V/hy did the seven UFOs land at tevelland, rather than at the Great 
Pyramid?. Simply because the mathematical-design could not be utilized on the 
small size of the Great Pyramid — but it could be utilized on the 4 mile and 
10 mile scale established at LevellandJ In addition, my research made clear 
that the UFO landings at Levelland "pointed to" or concerned the UFO reports 
on other western American locations: - Mount Rainier (June 24, 1947), Salt Lake, 
Utah (July 2, 1952), the Salton Sea, Calif.

On this basis, I drew various lines from the Great Pyramid to the northeast 
and northwest and at equal 45 degree angles. These new lines formed a precise 
mathematical-engineering design on the Nile Delta, known as a "quadrant of a 
circle." Therefore, this design of the Pyramid-Nile Delta complex serves as a 
mathematical "standard" or model for an expanded design. This enlarged design 
can be transferred to the Levelland site— so that Levelland represents the 
Great Pyramid.

Cn the opiiosite 
side of the Atlantic strangely similar legends are told: "In the old days," says 
the folk of Galway, Ireland, "everybody danced in the air like leaves in the 
autumn wind ... people made a song to a plate." From St. Vincent Island in the 
West Indies comes this legend: "The wise people of old could fly quite easily. 
They had no wings. They slapped on a gold plate, made music on them and flew." 
Even the ancient Sanskrit records of India recount stories of the application 
of sound, and vibrations thousands of years ago by a science totally familiar 
with advanced acoustics. 


... "LONDON - Russian archaeologists are pujKling over a remarkable collect¬ 

ion of ■ stone discs, thousands of years old, found in the mountains bordering 
China and Tibet. So hard is it to explain in terms of- earthly experience that 
the archaeologists do not rule out the possibility that the discs may have come 
from outer space. A total of 716 discs, like stone age 'gramaphone records', 
have been picked up in recent years by men exploring caves in the Bayan-Kara- 
Ula mountains, reports the Soviet Union's new English magazine - SPUTNIK. "Each 
disc has a central hole and irregular grooves spiralling out to the edge, but 
the report says (quite seriously) -that the grooves are not sound tracks. Chinese 
archaeologists estimate that the discs are about 12,000 years old, but made no 
headway at all in trying to explain their pvirpose or how they came’to be in the 
caves. - The Russians, who have examined them, some of the discs, in a Moscow 
laboratory, claim to have made two important discoveries. One is that the-discs 
contain traces of metal, particularly cobalt. The second discovery, according 
to Vvachesiav Zaitsev; author of the SPUTNIK report, is that when the discs are 
erraped free of rock particles they 'vibrate as if they carried an electric charge.' 
In some of the Bayari-Kara_Ula caves, he writes,archaeologists and speleologists 
have found 12,000 year old skeletons. The remains belong to human beings with 
huge craniums and underdeveloped skeletons." 

It seems this story has an earlier counterpart. For among the gifts given to 
Qortez by the last Aztec Emperor Montezuma, were two large, flat, gold discs about 
the size of gramaphone records. They were intended as emblems of royalty for 
King Charles V of Spain and his Queen. Oddly enough, one of the discs was much 
thinner than the other, ant is seems Montezuma failed to inform them of their 
proper use. But it is said they were grooved and cut according to the owhbus 
personal vibrations.... Russians report metal fragments adhering to the discs, 
and as one v;ell knows, metal bits become attached to stone when a metallic object 
is struck against the stone. Now, refering to folklore, you ij i 11 remember that the 
words "music" and "song" were used, both terms indicating sound vibrations produced 

1 by percussion of the "plates"... a word describing a circular, flat object. 

And,what race would be more suited menially to produce such things than 'human 
beings with huge craniums"?????

On'31 July, '68, after amateur radio, stations checked into the UFO NET> it/was 
Hhd observation of this station (WA4HNY) with WB4GHP at the mike, that ; the net 
’ procedtires left a great deal to be desired. It was entirely possible that . at- 
mosphehic conditions precluded the net control station (NCS) from being able to 
query the reporting stations concerning whether they had any message traffic to 
pass. However, it nonetheless appeared that upon all of the concerned stations, 
having signed'into the net, that the NCS made NO ATTEMPT to follow prescribed 
standard net operating proceedures. 

For example, after all stations had signed in, the NCS apparently neglected to 
ascertain‘whether any station(s) had message traffic to pass. Proper net proced¬ 
ure dictates that the NCS is supposed to at least make a serious and determined 
effort to attempt to query each station, in its respective turnm as to what mess¬ 
age traffic it has to pass. NO SUCH ATTEMPT WAS MONITORED BY THIS OPERATOR. 

. FurtHermore, it appeared that ,the UFO NET frequency of 14»300kHz5 is NOT suitable 
'ncff is it the most appropriate choice, since it is an extremely crowded frequency. 
, It is ffelt that a better operating frequency would be between; 10 and 15 kHz - 
either above or below the present UFO NET frequency. Moreover, it is felt that 
the Thursday note frequency of 3950kHz is not suitable for nationwide communicat¬ 
ion, It is the impression of this writer that the Thursday night frequency and 

thiis the schedule is apparently intended for local traffic in the Peterborough, 

New Hampshire area.,.. It would seem to be in the b^st interests of . UFO enthus— 
iasta throughout the United States if the Thursday schudule would reflect a fse- 

qqency in either the 20 meter band or the 15 meter baad. 

Finally, the August 1968 issue of "73" contains an article concerning the UFO 
NETreport on page 4. It is REGRETTABLE that this article contained biased and 
thus highly prejudiced comments directed against the handling of the investigat¬ 
ion of the ufo enigma by a certain University. Furthermore, the display of 
favoritism towards one particular UFO organization was in equally bad taste. 
Specifically, it is inexcusable that with at least three extensive UFO groups 
in existence, that one. such group should be singled out at the expense of not 
even giving passing mention to the others. The inherent iim)lication is inescap - 
able: the one organization is thus implied to be better than the others. Equal 
space and treatment shoiILd have been accorded the others (they have extensive 
membership throughout the world). Moreover, it would seem that a lack of fair 
play has been demonstrated by the amount of favoritism exhibited towards the 
one aforementioned UFO group. It cannot be overemphasized, that in the field 
of UFO research, THERE IS UTTERLY NO ROOM FOR ORGANIZATIONAL FAVORITISM. It is 
high time that all of us, amateur radio operators, who feel that it is important 
to maintain an open mind in this field, work together with each other and NOT 
against each other. Cooperation and a willingness to share,in the dissemination 
of UFO information is certainly more satisfying that playing 'party politics'. 
Only by working together will the UFO net be a success.

They didn't, 
so the denial changed to: "The Air Force has no evidence that ufos are extra¬ 
terrestrial or represent advanced technology of any kind" - Official statement. 

In November of 1966, the public felt that a plausible explanation or'sulution 
of the UFO enigma'would be coming soon; due to the Colorado Project, headed by a 
scientist — Dr. Edward U. Condon, At long last, thought the public, a scientific 
evaluation. Yes, a scientific investigation, sponsored by the Air Force] Well, 

I will not go; into detail relating the much publicised fiasco, which seemingl y 
will result in, coiifusing the public once more; when the final report by the Col¬ 
orado Project is released, 

^ . During the Colorado UFO Project (Field Study — 1966-68) there were many 
sightings and landings reported. Very few were investigated by the "Project" 
it seems , whereas. Dr, J, Allen Hynek managed to get to the "scene" or area 
where sixsh events had occvirred; in various parts of the country. He, even went 
ail the.way to Canada, to investigate a UFO sighting which intrigued him; at 
his own expense] Yes, Dr, Swamp Gas (tliis nickname was given him,’'by 'newswriters 
; a-few. years ago when he assumed that a UFO sighting he was investigating might 
have been swamp gas) does get around, 

* In February of 1967 a UFO report from Peru, came in to the VFON (Volunteer 
Flight Officer NetworS), A bright light appeared near an airliner at about 
7,000 feet, then moved to a point directly above the aircraft and hovered there. 
The passengers gpt rattled, the lights dimmed, the compass went haywire and all 
radio reception was lost. But, transmission did not cut out,.The pilot who 
reported, the sighting was guaranteed anonymity by the VFON and by Dr, Edward U. 

■ Condon]

ported by the VFON: 14 re-entering space objects (at least half, were Russian);

"charge field" that,could affect radio performance nearby. He also said that 
the gases involved in creating an artificial "saucer" are similar to those some¬ 
times fovind in nature; often given off from newly fertilized fields or from 
swamps. The spark needed to touch it off could be produced by lightning, or a 
power line, he addedi' (informal consultations were held with scientists of the 
Colorado Project]) 

^ Although the Condon-Lowe UFC Project was aimed at in-vestigating people (in¬ 
cluding contactees). rahher than the saucers themselves, it will be interesting 
to see what they have to say about; Betty and Barney Hill; W.W, Derenberger;

MYSTERY AT CHARLESWOOD

On Sunday night, Oct. 22 and Monday AM, Oct. 23, the RCAF, ROMP and others 
were trying to determine what more than 17 persons reported over the Westdale 
area at that time. The UFO was first sighted at about 6:45 PM. A Westdale woman 
saw ±t hovering over a house across the street. Another homeowner and his wife 
saw the lights which were no\’/ a red color. They moved at great speed and changed 
shape and seemed to form a figure 7. Two streets over, a salesman and a sales¬ 
woman were readying to close' up their dffice... across from five show homes is a 
vacant ploughed field. To the west of one of the houses is a triangular field 
separated from the houses by a street and a drainage ditch. This was the field 
where their sighting took place.

The salesman...noticed directly ahead in the field about two hundred and 
fifty yards away, two small purplish-red lights - tilted at an angle of 45 deg¬ 
rees. The distance between them was about 150 feet. The first light was stat¬ 
ionary and appeared to be suspended in the air about the height of a telephone 
pole above the field. The light on the right seemed to be stationary on or 
slightly above the ground. The man walked closer and then saw a third light, a 
little brighter, that appeared on the surface of a field between the first two. 
There was no sound. The saleslady joined him on the front lawn. The-lights 
then blossomed to a diameter of 2 or 3 feet and began to pvilsate, brighten and 
dim at 2 or 3 second intervals, but not in sequence with each other. 

The lights started moving again, at times converging on the couple and then 
retreating to their original positions in the air. The salesman remembered he 
had binoculars in the car and went to get them when a car approached. He flagged 
them down and two men, two women and t;/o small girls got out of the car and 
stood watching the pulsating lights. Just then, a fifth light dropped down 
through the clouds. It hung under the clouds, straight above,casting a rosy 
glow on the clouds above it. The other lights started to drift about 100 feet 
northward. Just .then.,..airplanes were heard over Charleswood. One plane passed 
overhead. Finally, the lights changed placed into a geometrically perfect trian¬ 
gle being led by the first light, dipping and bobbing over the highway. They 
reached a hydro line, broke off formation into a single line, the wires lighting 
up as they sped over them. Later they hovered over a TV broadcasting tower and 
then took off into the northwest. 

The next morning the salesman and a foreman went looking for evidence in 
the field. A small pile of stones in a circular heap and surrounded by many 
small footprints leading to and from the pile of stones. A fe\j yards away were 
3 ardas about 30 to 40 feet apart where the footprints were concentrated in a 
circle of about 2 yauds. It was as though they were all crowding to get thho 
or onto a ladder of their flying machines. From the three trampled areas, sets 
of footprints in straight lines radiated out for a distance-of 60 or 70 yards— 
always in pairs. At least 8 creatures were involved. The prints were about 7 
inches long and about 2 and three quarters inches wide, but the oddest thing 
was that they all walked the same. The heels pressed deeper than the toes. 

It appeared that no ankle movement was present. V/giere the soil was wetter, 
the prints came to a point at the toes. The heels left a rounded depression 
with a Cuban heel impression.
